ERIC is a nationwide information network for acquiring, selecting, abstracting, indexing, storing, 
retrieving, and disseminating significant and timely education-related reports. It consists of a coor- 
dinating staff in Washington, D.C. and 16 clearinghouses located at universities or with professional 
organizations across the country. These clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular educational 
area, are an integral part of the ERIC system. The clearinghouses are listed on the inside back cover. 


Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes 
provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a ‘’Docu- 
ment Section’’ and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with the prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an ‘‘Index Section’’ and provide access to the Resumes by 
Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are avail- 
able from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy 
(PC), or microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per docu- 
ment is based on the number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code Sched- 
ule permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts. Current price information for 
documents, microfiche, and subscriptions to microfiche collections is to be found in the section enti- 
tled ‘‘How to Order ERIC Documents” in the most recent issue of RIE.

While some publications are comprehensive reviews designed for those who are interested 
In pursuing a subject in depth, others are brief analyses designed for the busy practitioner whose time 
for staying abreast of new developments in education is limited.

Findings showed about three-quarters of the 
AFDC/JTPA participants were placed into jobs. Of 
those who were placed in jobs, slightly over half had 
earnings in all 4 quarters of the first post-program 
year; somewhat less than half had earnings in all 4 
quarters of the second year; about 16 percent had 
earnings above the 1990 federal poverty line for a 
3-person family during their first post-program year; 
and about 22 percent had earnings above this level 
in the second year. Because the study lacked a con- 
trol group, it provided limited information on the 
effectiveness of JTPA training for welfare recipi- 
ents. Analysis indicated that the study had only 
limited relevance to the welfare time limit debate. 
At most, the results suggested that even among a 
select group of welfare recipients who were willing 
and able to enroll in a JTPA training program, a 
quarter did not find employment, half of those that 
did find jobs had difficulty staying employed, and 
only a small fraction earned their way out of pov- 
erty.

The general / personnel 
manager and five participants in the clothing re- 
tailer’s training programs were interviewed along 
with the supermarket’s personnel, branch, and store 
managers and three participants in supermarket’s 
training courses.

The focus of 
the project was to engage literacy practitioners in 
self-directed research that generated staff training 
and development. This report is a chronological ac- 
count of the research projects with a commentary 
attached, in seven chapters.

This manual was designed to aid undergraduate 
social work students working in a model field-site 
program for gerontological social work education.

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Many people in western society find it difficult to 
discuss their feelings, thoughts, and beliefs about 
death and dying. The exploration of Early Recollec- 
tions (ER), part of an Adlerian approach which em- 
phasizes knowledge of a person's private logic, 
offers one way of understanding attitudes toward 
death. This study was conducted in order to assist 
counselors in the facilitation of grief and loss ther- 
apy. It measured the levels of verbal and non-verbal 
death-related self-disclosures. College students 
(n=61) responded to questions on death and dying 
and these responses were related to their scores on 
the Collett-Lester Fear of Death Scale (C-LFDS). 
Students were divided into two groups: (1) non-ver- 
bal; and (2) verbal. Non-verbal participants com- 
pleted the C-LFDS and an ER questionnaire 
privately. Verbal subject also completed the C- 
LFDS privately but they were then interviewed by 
an anonymous research assistant and asked to ver- 
balize their first three significant experiences that 
introduced them to the concept of death-their ER. 
Non-verbal members self-disclosed more informa- 
tion about their ER than did the verbal participants. 
Results indicate that verbal subjects also inconsis- 
tently conveyed their innermost thoughts and fears 
of death. Therefore, individuals may feel more com- 
fortable relaying their feelings and beliefs toward 
death if they could do so non-verbally. (Au-

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This paper describes the essential difference be- 

tween two modes of sexual relating: (1) a personal, 

outward style of interaction that is the natural ex- 
tension of affection, tenderness, and companionship 
between two people; and (2) an impersonal, inward, 
more masturbatory expression in which sex is used 
primarily as a narcotic.

The major 
distinction between self-gratifying modes of sexual- 
ity and more spontaneous, free sexual expressions is 
that the former represents the utilization of another 
person as an instrument to assuage primitive needs 
and longings. The only hope for a couple trapped in 
such a framework is for them to break out of the 
imprisonment of their defensive posture of self-par- 
enting, and free themselves to move toward individ- 
uation and the possibility for genuine love.

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This practicum was designed to enhance the 
self-esteem of abusive and potentially abusive par- 
ents. A combination of strategies was used to en- 
hance self-esteem and to help parents solve 
problems in an appropriate manner. The interven- 
tion strategy included three objectives: (1) gain the 
confidence of the participants; (2) use a curriculum 
that allowed parents to explore and express their 
feelings about their past and future as these related 
to their parenting skills; and (3) presentation of situ- 
ations that stimulated parental problem solving. 
Materials from an existing curriculum on self-es- 
teem in abusive parents was used on the parents of 
children (ages birth to five years) in a private, 
non-profit child care center. Most of the parents 
were referred by social agencies in response to sus- 
pected abuse or neglect. Participants were allowed 
ample time during individual and group sessions to 
discuss their concerns and questions regarding their 
roles as parents. Pre- and post-test measurements 
indicated that all program objectives were met. Par- 
ents improved their ability to approach parenting 
problems in a positive rather than in an abusive 
manner. It is believed that much of the program's 
success had to do with the individual attention that 
each parent received. (RJM) 
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This Handbook was designed to help high school 
guidance counselors advise students in seeking fi- 
nancial aid for postsecondary education.

As increasingly younger children exhibit spiraling 
social behavior problems, researchers are focusing 
on the role of family dynamics in these problems. 
For this study, investigators explored the relation- 
ship between problem-solving skills and verbal com- 
prehension in children from distressed families. 
Twenty-nine children, ages 4 to 8, completed the 
Preschool Interpersonal Problem Solving (PIPS) 
Test, the Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test-Revised 
(PPVT-R), and provided solutions to a contrived 
problem. Results indicate that children from homes 
with distressed and abusive parents, exhibit a 
strong, positive relationship between verbal com- 
prehension and the ability to generate solutions to 
interpersonal problems. However, verbal compre- 
hension did not affect either the quality of children’s 
responses or their actual behavioral choices in a 
real-life problem situation. It seems that verbal com- 
prehension is related to children's ability to verbally 
generate solutions to interpersonal problems, but 
verbal comprehension does not appear to mediate 
the quality of their solutions. Furthermore, when 
challenged with a peer problem involving a desired 
object, older and younger children are equally likely 
to choose an aggressive solution. These findings 
Suggest that intervention strategies for behavior 
problems in elementary-school-age children should 
wo ea building their verbal comprehension.

Cognitive-learning theories hold a unique place in 
history: they explore the depths of the mind from 
the perspective of process. This paper discusses the 
history of cognitive-learning theories and how they 
grew to shape the way one perceives, organizes, 
stores, and retrieves information. The paper, after 
providing a definition and synopsis of cognitive the- 
ory and its basic concepts, turns to the theories’ 
philosophical foundations, beginning with Plato. 
The psychological foundations of the functions of 
the mind, and the pioneering efforts of the structur- 
alists and Wilhelm Wundt are discussed. As psy- 
chology matured, practitioners like William James 
and John Dewey rejected structuralism, believing it 
to be too narrow to understand the mind. The 
mind’s mechanisms then underwent numerous, piv- 
otal shifts in interpretation moving from the Gestalt 
viewpoint and its variations, like those introduced 
by Edward Tolman, to the role of motivation in 
learning as expounded by Kurt Lewin, to Frederic 
C. Bartlett's concept of schemata, to Jean Piaget's 
explications of cognitive growth and development, 
and finally, to the refinement of Piaget's theory by 
Jerome S. Bruner. The paper concludes with a brief 
description of the contributions made by other dis- 
ciplines to cognitive understandings such as those 
advances made by the linguist Noam Chomsky, and 
the powerful impact of the computer on cognitive 
psychology.

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Although counseling literature addresses with- 
in-group diversity among racial/ethnic groups in 
this country, seldom do studies examine the inter- 
personal dynamics within communities where mi- 
norities have fostered interdependence, 
cooperation, and acceptance of diversity among 
themselves.

For this study, researchers 
administered measures of trait anxiety, state anxi- 
ety, problem orientation, problem-solving skills, and 
career indecision to 120 students from a multieth- 
nic, urban community college. Results indicate that 
anxiety can contribute to career indecision. Trait 
anxiety exerted a stronger indirect effect on career 
indecision than a direct effect while state anxiety 
was found to directly influence career ambivalence. 
Surprisingly, problem-solving skills did not modify 
career indecision when the other variables in the 
model were statistically controlled. Conclusions 
suggest that problem-solving training which focuses 
on helping the college student develop a positive 
problem orientation may be more effective in reduc- 
ing career indecision than actual training in prob- 
lem-solving skills.

Prevention strategies aim to 
both reduce specific problems resulting from sub- 
stance abuse and promote healthy development. 
Past efforts at prevention have included a variety of 
approaches: (1) prohibition; (2) scare tactics; (3) 
presenting factual information; (4) affective educa- 
tion; (5) providing alternatives; (6) interdiction; (7) 
social influences curricula; and (8) environmental 
control.

Marijuana or Cannabis is a weed which grows in 
many different parts of the world. The plant may be 
altered into different forms to allow various forms of 
ingestion. Although marijuana’s psychoactive prop- 
erties have been known for almost 5,000 years, the 
plant first attracted public attention in the United 
States during the first half of this century, and then 
became widely known during the 1960s. Marijuana 
is commonly smoked, producing a euphoria which 
lasts approximately two hours. While the drug in- 
duces side effects such as enhanced taste, touch, 
hearing, and vision, it also inhibits memory; acceler- 
ates the heart beat; impairs muscular coordination, 
time, and space judgment; impairs driving abilities; 
leads to lung disease; promotes birth defects; and 
may impede the immune system's function. Contro- 
versy still surrounds the social and medical conse- 
quences of marijuana use and debate continues on 
whether the drug leads to chromosome damage.

Ethyl alcohol (ethanol) is one of the few alcohols 
that humans can drink. This alcohol is a byproduct 
of yeast’s reaction with the sugars in fruit or vegeta- 
bie juice and the process stops naturally with about 
an 11 to 14 percent alcoholic concentration, al- 
though distillation can greatly increase the alcoholic 
content. Once ingested, most alcohol passes into the 
small intestines and then into the bloodstream. The 
body disposes of alcohol in two ways: (1) elimina- 
tion through the lungs and kidneys; and (2) oxida- 
tion. The latter process removes 90 percent of the 
alcohol and the liver plays a major role in this mech- 
anism. The liver, though, can only oxidize a certain 
amount of alcohol every hour so individuals are ad- 
vised to drink slowly. Alcohol’s effect depends on a 
variety of factors, including: (1) how one feels be- 
fore drinking; (2) what the drinker expects alcohol 
to do; (3) how much one drinks; (4) how long one 
takes to drink; (5) the type of alcoholic beverage; (6) 
the size of the drinker; (7) food in the stomach; and 
(8) experience in using alcoholic beverages. The ef- 
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fects of alcohol are directly related to the concentra- 
tion of alcohol in the blood. The first brain function 
to be impaired is usually one’s ability to think and 
make decisions, followed by decreased motor func- 
tion. In many states a blood alcohol concentration 
(BAC) of .10% is considered legal evidence that a 
driver is intoxicated. Some states use a BAC of 
0.08% and in some European countries the legal

For millions of people, gambling offers a harmless 
and entertaining diversion from everyday life. For 
others, however, gambling represents a moment of 
overwhelming compulsion. Gambling for these indi- 
viduals is tied to their self-esteem. They rarely have 
non-gambling hobbies and many times they have 
experienced a “big win.” The average compulsive 
gambler has an IQ of 120 and started gambling be- 
fore age 14. They are risk takers, energetic, 
strong-willed, unreasonably optimistic, and fre- 
quently fall into financial ruin. As was the case with 
alcoholism 30 years ago, compulsive gambling is a 
misunderstood illness. Unlike alcoholism, compul- 
sive gambling is a “drugless” addiction, although 
gamblers describe the sensations they experience as 
being quite similar to those experienced by chemi- 
cally dependent persons. This gambling euphoria is 
related with endorphin release in the brain and with- 
drawal symptoms associated with the cessation of 
gambling arise from the accompanying endorphin 
deficiency. Compulsive gamblers can convincingly 
cover their illness. Their partners may question their 
own worth and break off ties with families and 
friends as they battle financial loss and depression. 
Frequently, the gambler also has some kind of 
chemical dependency and unless both addictions 
are treated, the potential for the posttreatment re- 
placement of one dependency for another is high.

college students consume alcohol, with about 20 
percent considered as heavy drinkers. Students who 
drink may have particular needs for focused educa- 
tion or intervention, but all students can benefit 
from education regarding the full range of alcohol 
usage. Alcohol education on campuses should target 
the entire college community, including faculty and 
staff; many opportunities exist for educating the uni- 
versity community about alcohol-related risk reduc- 
tion.

A total of 47 staff 
members participated in a 3-day summer seminar 
with the intention of becoming knowledgeable 
about whole language practices and the role individ- 
ual staff members might assume. Responses to sur- 
veys given to participants were tallied. Replies were 
scattered across the range of possibilities. Two days 
of the seminar were devoted to a “whole language 
sampler,” highlighting the theory and techniques of 
whole language. The culminating activity was a 
self-directed dramatization. Surveys were grouped 
by grade level, job titles, classroom teachers, sup- 
port service teachers, support staff, and administra- 
tors. Few whole language practices were being used 
by the groups who were not classroom teachers, but 
all groups indicated a desire for some or lots of 
training in some component of the practices. Pri- 
mary teachers indicated they were using a large 
number of the practices, but the intermediate teach- 
ers were using only a sprinkling of the practices.

Identifiers—Aesthetic Reading 
A study examined the effectiveness of using 
whole language strategies to increase the reading 
skills of minority developmental reading students. 
Subjects were students (mostly at-risk Hispanics) 
assigned to a higher-level or lower-level college 
reading course. The treatment period lasted 12 
weeks. Classwork varied among the five classes and 
included instruction in reading strategies, oral and 
silent reading of text selections with follow-up com- 
prehension and vocabulary activities, and oral and 
silent reading of novels with discussions and peri- 
odic tests.

novels; (2) similar gains were found with the higher 
level reading groups; (3) in the lower level reading 
groups, the highest mean gain score on the reading 
attitude measure was found in the group that read 
novels and worked reading lab materials; (4) the 
mean gain score in reading attitude was significantly 
higher in the group that read novels; and (5) the 
mean gain scores of the combined comprehension 
and vocabulary subtests showed no statistically sig- 
nificant difference among the groups.

A month-long study examined students’ attitudes 
toward aspects of a specific reading workshop based 
on the whole ae i theory of instruction. Of the 
23 students in a fifth-grade classroom, 11 became 
part of the experimental group who participated in 
the process which incorporated four primary as- 
pects of language arts: reading, writing, speaking, 
and listening. Students in the control group read 
only during the same time period. A Likert-type 
survey was administered to the experimental and 
control groups as pre- and posttests. In addition, 
qualitative interviews with the experimental group 
were conducted following the intervention. Results 
indicated that students: (1) preferred to select their 
own reading materials and did not think they spent 
too much time reading in school; (2) attitudes

Results also indicated 
that the classroom assessment techniques used by 
the participating teachers yielded far more informa- 
tion about their students than a standardized multi- 
ple choice test such as the DRP. Findings suggest 
that teachers should collect multiple forms of evi- 
dence about student progress in a rigorous, system- 
atic way and that this evidence has consequences 
both in the classroom and beyond it.

ul experiences with language in a 
child’ 's natural environment-it is a philosophy that 
combines all content area subjects into a meaningful 
process. The teaching of whole language over the 
entire spectrum of the curriculum was observed in 
the Catholic Primary Schools of the Archdi of 
Sydney, Australia. Each school promoted learning 
through its own strategies pertinent to the needs of 
the student. Classrooms were curious, imaginative 
places that challenged the children.

Classroom observations indicated that children did 
not need to be “spoon fed” but that they could 
actively participate in learning activities.

Rommetveit and Michael Halliday offer a sociocog-

product. These linguistic scholars provide ways of 
understanding context, not as fixed or concrete, but 
as fluid, interactive and dialectical in its relationship 
with the reader. They suggest how current theories 
about the subjectivity of the individual writer might 
be expanded to take into consideration how writers 
engage with the reader. Rommetveit, for instance, 
describes what he calls a “message structure” in 
writing, through which the writer and reader play 
out an implicit dialogue.

between writer and reader. Similarly, according to 

Halliday, writers create a potential for meaning 

~both in a private and a shared sense-in so far as 

they are able to link the texts they create to contexts 

that bear on their activity. Contexts comprise a 

complex structure of meaning potential: (1) the kind 

of symbolic activity writers and readers are involved 
in; (2) the participant roles of writers and readers; 
and (3) the role language plays in accomplishing the 
symbolic activity. Halliday and Rommetveit also 
offer a means of understanding the complex web of 
contexts into which students must write themselves. 
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“Farewll to Manzanar” (Jeanne Wakatsuki Hous- 
ton and James Houston), autobiographica! account 
of the internment of Japanese America.:, during 
World War II, might be used in a writing class to 
help students think deliberately about race and eth- 
nicity. Writing about the book and researching the 
history surrounding it could serve to co-uplicate stu- 
dent views of the world; it allows them to write 
about the government and the role the individual 
citizen plays in preventing the government from 
committing atrocities. In short, the autobiography is 
a means of confronting naivete. An instructor at 
Marquette University, however, found that her own 
naivete was confronted along with that of the stu- 
dents. If she was prepared for her students to find 
the internment disconcerting, she was not prepared 
for their “resistance”: some denied that the intern- 
ment was racially motivated; some suggested it was 
necessary; some condemned the Japanese Ameri- 
cans for their passive compliance with the govern- 
ment order and their continued belief in that 
government. Through a pedagogy that capitalizes 
on such resistance, however, students can be moved 
toward what Fletcher Blanchard has termed “inter- 
racial competence,” a stance that would respect 
race and appreciate difference. In their writings, stu- 
dents register an increasing awareness of the com- 
plexity of racial and political issues. Having read the 
autobiography’s first chapter, one student writes 
that she is ashamed of her country, while another 
student wonders how she could have allowed herself 
to wonder if those in the camps did not have it better 
than others. (TB) 
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Hans-Georg Gadamer proposes a philosophical 
hermeneutics that sheds light on the ways in which 
scholars have envisioned the history of teaching 
writing. Offering an alternative to a linear model of 
history, in which events are viewed as links in a 
chain, Gadamer’s hermeneutics regards a text as a 
locus or web through which other texts are continu- 
ously woven. In this model, the historian is asked to 
work speculatively rather than prescriptively, at- 
tending to the way in which a text suggests, argues 
with, comments on, or even omits other texts. Over 
recent years, attempts to understand composition 
and its theory and practice have arranged them- 
selves into three distinct patterns: (1) works that 
revitalize the discipline by preserving teaching prac- 
tices and theories informed by Greco-Roman influ- 
ences; (2) texts that authorize composition studies 
on the work of empirical and theoretical re- 
search; and (3) accounts that focus on aspects of 
institutional theory—handbook usage and textbook 
publication trends. Gadamer’s model presents a net- 
work or frame with which to read and evaluate these 
narrative accounts of the field. It shows, for in- 
stance, that Edward P. J. Corbett’s attempt to make 
a case for classical rhetoric on the grounds of a 
continuity between antiquity and the present de- 
pends on his exclusion of expressive rhetorics from 
his narrative. It also shows that Albert R. Kitz- 
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haber’s study of college writing programs excludes 
many of the bread and butter issues composition 
programs were struggling with at that time. (TB) 
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sity WA, *Language Minorities 
The college instructor preparing students for a 
career in high school teaching should incorporate 
into his or her course a unit on linguistic diversity. 
It is part of the instructor's responsibility to provide 
some training that prepares teachers for the wide 
diversity of dialects they will encounter in teaching 
students from places like the Philippines, Mexico, 
Haiti, Vietnam, Eastern Europe, and China. At least 
three features of language might be incorporated 
into a writing course (such as the one now being 
given at Gonzaga University) designed for pre-ser- 
vice high school teachers from a variety of disci- 
plines. First, instructors might focus on how 
language changes. Few students have heard the dif- 
ferences in the sounds of the English language 
throughout history; excerpts from Robin McNeil’s 
“The Story of English” provide illuminating exam- 
ples. Second, instructors might explain that lan- 
guage is by nature varied; that is, there are standard 
and nonstandard varieties of language. Third, in- 
structors might focus on grammar and usage, with 
the aim of encouraging linguistic tolerance. Stu- 
dents should understand the difference between 
grammar and usage, the latter being in Erika Linde- 
mann’s terms, “Linguistic etiquette...socially sanc- 
tioned styles of language appropriate to given 
situations and audiences.” Many students further- 
more are unaware that the notion of standard usage 
is a relatively recent phenomenon, having devel- 
oped only in the 18th century. The documentary 
“American Tongues” shows the various attitudes 
toward the different American dialects and accents 
and is effective in this course. (TB) 
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Publications 
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This paper explores the feasibility of using focus 
groups to assess how scholastic publications can bet- 
ter meet high school student bodies’ readership 
wishes and requirements. The paper relates high 
school journalism to implications of a bibliographic 
summary of focus group research and explication of 
one focus group research project dealing with com- 
munication and in-house publications in a public 
school setting. The paper suggests that the focus 
group method can be a useful tool for scholastic 
publications staffs and high school student popula- 
tions; notes special circumstances inherent in re- 
searching public school populations; and points out 
one area where the greatest benefits of focus groups 
for high school journalism may lie—assessing the ef- 
fectiveness of school publications. The paper also 
suggests that future research could help high school 
journalists improve their publications.

Using interviews in a longitudinal study can be a 
productive way to gain insights into various factors 
that play a part in how students view their experi- 
ences as they make transitions into a university and 
across various contexts for writing. During the first 
three semesters of a study, 312 interviews were con- 
ducted with students, beginning when they first en- 
tered the university. Analysis of transcripts of the 
interviews indicated that the students’ experiences 
supported social constructivist theories of writing 
that suggest making meaning is a complex act of 
negotiation. Students weaved their past experiences 
together with their teachers’ specific assignments, 
but that complex act was different for each student. 
Findings suggest three reasons why using intensive 
interviews over a period of time is beneficial are: (1) 
interviewing students over a period of time elicited 
data about students’ sociocultural histories; (2) one 
interview session might not elicit as meaningful data 
as several interviews over time can; and (3) re- 
searchers can show their interpretations to the par- 
ticipants to elicit students’ perspectives on the 
researcher's interpretations and speculations.

To ask students to write and respond to each 
other’s papers is one means of confronting the diffi- 
culties by radical texts such as Adrienne 
Rich's “When We Dead Awaken: Writing as Revi- 
sion,” an essay from her collection “On Lies, Se- 
crets, and Silence.” When an instructor assigns such 
a work, he or she places him- or herself in what 
Gerald Graff calls a pedagogy of conflict because it 
challenges values and ideas that students cherish. 
Though Rich is fully aware of her privileged mid- 
dle-class background, she speaks from the margins 
of normal lite and philosophical discourse; she 
is reactive, peripheral, subversive, and satirical-in- 
tentionally confrontational and extreme, denying 
the master vocabulary which imprisons. Can such 
an extreme criticism which excludes so many and 
demands so much engage students of the 1990s, 
many of whom believe that the issues raised with 
such passion in the 1960s are obsolete or not worth 
the trouble of debate? The answer is a qualified yes. 
If there is to be meaningful dialogue, students must 
move beyond their stereotypical and defensive com- 
ments, which essentially announce their refusal to 
subject their own views to examination. To keep his 
own bias out of the way, a professor at George Ma- 
son University asked his students to engage in a 
meaningful dialogue with one another. Each student 
wrote a piece on Rich and then responded to that of 
another student. In the process, those who spouted 
stereotypical comments earlier found themselves 
taking their fellow students to task for similar com- 
ments. (TB)

new educational fields that are just beginning to 
develop, a study explored the connection between 
emergent writing and technology by examining the 
effects on kindergarten children learning to write 
using a microcomputer. A group of kindergarten 
students attending North Star Elementary in 
Nikiski, Alaska, was divided into two groups. One 
group (15 students) acted as a control and wrote 
only in their journals. The other group (14 students) 
wrote only on computers. Both groups were com- 
pared for the rate of developmental growth in emer- 
gent literacy. Pre- and post-tests were administered 
to obtain baseline data. Students were also surveyed 
to determine their attitudes about computer based 
writing. Findings suggest that the experience of 
writing is more important than the writing tool that 
students choose to use.

A first-grade teacher's classroom investigations 
support earlier research findings that when dramatic 
play is presented in a thematic context and related 
literacy props are provided, the children will use 
literacy behavior as part of their play. The teacher's 
research also indicated that adult intervention, guid- 
ance, and modeling of literacy behavior, when done 
carefully, can further encourage literacy. Dramatic 
¢c es were noticed in the children’s writing with 
Ye ny in the dramatic play environment. The 
frequency of writing in dramatic play went from 
infrequent to a regular part of the play. When given 
the opportunity to either select books to read, or to 
write letters and/or “News of the Day” messages, 
many children enthusiastically chose the writing op- 
portunities. Of particular interest was the fact that 
children who were hesitant or reluctant writers were 
often the most enthusiastic letter writers and news 
reporters. (Contains 17 references. Six appendixes 
present student writing samples.)

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Situated between academic discourse and that 
kind of personal writing that is only for the writer 
herself, autobiographical writing could serve as a 
middle ground in which first-year college writers 
render and describe personal experiences yet at the 
same time explain and analyze them. In “Lives on 
the Boundary,” Mike Rose offers some examples of 
this particular type of autobiographical writing. Re- 
calling his minority experience in college, for in- 
stance, Rose reflects on his struggle with academic 
discourse and generalizes from his learning experi- 
ences a view of learning process that is to influence 
his teaching later in life. By doing so, Rose provides 
a larger context in which his personal struggle be- 
comes part of the struggle of all those who are out- 
siders of the academic world. Such writing indicates 
an author's ability to make sense of his or her own 
experiences and to understand their significance to

him- or herself and to others, an ability that is indis- 
pensable in producing good academic writing and 
an ability that is often underdeveloped in first-year 
college writers. According to Mikhail Bakhtin 
(1990), without “an evaluative context” for experi- 
ences to be apprehended there will be no experi- 
ences. If scholars agree that a “strong,” 
“organized,” “differentiated,” “collective,” and a 
“vivid” and “complex” inner world are desirable, 
then autobiographical writing may be a legitimate 
discourse for first-year writers. ) 
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Cornell's experience over the last decade suggests 
that writing across the curriculum programs should 
not be housed in English departments. In fact, that 
experience, which has been largely successful, sug- 
gests writing programs are best off as independent 
departments, directed by rotating members from a 
variety of disciplines. The reasons are as follows. 
First, a separate program is important because it is 
separate allowing it to keep its mind, energy and 
resources on writing. Second, it is financially inde- 
pendent, not having to depend on the good-will or 
sympathy of a parent department. With its own 
funds, it can encourage the participation of depart- 
ments and reward collaboration. Third, as a separate 
department, it can insist that its directors are given 
the latitude and time to be administratively inven- 
tive. The director of the program at Cornell, Fredric 
Bogel, worked hard to establish training programs. 
His attention to grant-writing resulted in a major 
endowment and a new name, the “John S. Knight 
Writing Program.” Before he would even agree to 
take the job, the second director, Harry Shaw, se- 
cured a guarantee from the Provost that no more 
than 17 students would be admitted to the Fresh- 
man Writing Seminars. Writing seminars, one-third 
of which are taught by full-time faculty, are offered 
in more than 100 different areas, such as “Art in the 
Modern Era: or Modernist Primitivism,” “ Assimila- 
tion, Accommodation, and Conflict: American Eth- 
ics in Transition,” “B. H. (Before Hillary): Women 
and American Politics, 1900-1993." Includes 9 
notes.

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The persistent cultural conservatism in Western 
scholarship has led to the exclusion of Chinese rhet- 
oric from the canon of rhetorical studies. However, 
the assumption that Chinese culture does not have 
a rhetorical tradition is misleading and inappropri- 
ate. It stems from any number of notions: that the 
Chinese language is not as logical as those of West- 
ern cultures; that rhetoric is an outgrowth of democ- 
racy while China's system of politics is hierarchical; 
that rhetoric is about logical thinking as defined by 
Western culture. Robert Oliver, however, contends 
that rhetoric should be seen as a culturally relative 
term, designating a “mode of thinking.” While it is 
true that the Chinese political system is hierarchi- 


cal-no two people are considered equal-this system 
engendered its own kind of rhetoric. The Machia- 
vellian rhetorical theories of Han Fei-tzu illustrate 
the necessity of a certain kind of persuasion suited 
to the imbalance of power between the speaker and 
listener. Couching and phrasing an argument cor- 
rectly could be a matter of life and death in ancient 
China. In ancient Chinese oratory, the speaker is 
always male, a person of authority and nobility; his 
motive is to carry out his social duty, for example, 
= the ruler make just policies and promote 
social harmony. The audience is usually one person, 
the ruler, who is passive and less cooperative than 
the audience generally envisioned in Western rhe- 
torical theories. (Contains 22 references.) (TB) 
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A first-year English composition instructor at Del 
Mar College, Texas, incorporates technology into 
the English curriculum by using a computer and a 
panel overhead projector, which allow for class col- 
laboration in the production of a work. A student 
volunteer does the typing while the class engages in 
discussions about topics for a process paper, a “How 
0...” paper. The instructor often uses levity to start 
with to get the students into a relaxed mood. Topics 
included “How To Kill Time,” “How To Cook 
Pinto Beans,” and “Health Foods-Home Grown.” 
The computer overhead need not be limited to the 
teaching of composition-it is as endemic to the 
teaching of literature as it is to the writing of analy- 
ses and the teaching of the Modern Language Asso- 
ciation’s form for parenthetical citations and the 
Works Cited page(s). (Teaching samples of MLA 
citations, outlines of three process papers, and the 
collaboratively written recipe for pinto beans are 
attached.) (RS) 
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Traditional histories of American college compo- 
sition instruction in the 19th and 20th centuries 
examine primarily the textbooks used in those 
courses, then draw conclusions based on the content 
of those textbooks about the activities and attitudes 
expressed in the classroom. The canon of composi- 
tion historiography is lacking in several ways: the 
experiences of students and teachers at many 
schools across the United States have been ne- 
glected; a text-based approach seems to be the pri- 
mary, if not the only, method used to evaluate past 
course instruction; and many assumptions about the 
level of instruction and the types of activities of- 
fered have been based on these previous accounts. 
This paper describes a dissertation project which: 
(1) adopts a case history approach to investigate 
three different types of institutions in Tennessee 
and Kentucky; (2) triangulates data~documentary 
analysis, interviews, and a focus on individual per- 
sonalities-to achieve a more complex history of the 
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period between 1930 and 1945; and (3) examines 
the experiences of students and teachers to see if 
broad generalizations made about the era are accu- 
rate in specific instances. Using a case study /quali- 
tative approach may detect trends in the cultural, 
social, and political arena which may have influ- 
enced writing instruction. Despite the problems of 
generalizability and the dangers of biased interview 
selection, oral interviews within the case history ap- 
proach offer many advantages. Such a study has the 
potential to increase the knowledge base of the rap- 
idly growing composition historiography field. (A 
44-item selected bibliography of works related to 
historical and ethnographic research is attached. 
Contains 14 references.) (RS) 
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In an episode of MASH in which Radar O’Reiley 
takes a correspondence course in writing, Col. Pot- 
ter advises him, “The first rule if you want to be a 
writer is to be yourself.” But what if O’Reiley wrote 
a series of stories about a corporal’s negotiating his 
place in a system which urges, “don’t ask, don't 
tell?” The colonel’s advice “be yourself” quickly 
becomes complicated. And so does the advice of 
creative writing instructors who urge their students 
to write from their own experience if the student 
writing is in some way uncommon. Should he or she 
choose, or have the courage, to write from their 
experiences, they are likely to challenge some fun- 
damental assumptions of both the instructor and the 
other students. Their work, in fact, may not make 
full sense to many of its readers. The experiences of 
those whose identities are marked by the cul- 
ture-marked as not-straight, not-white, not-male, 
etc.-are paradoxically invisible to individuals not 
marked. More often than not, when a student 
“knows” something which exceeds the knowledge 
of his or her instructor, which is in other words 
un-knowable, then this knowledge is interpreted as 
confusion or inability on the part of the student. 
When the literary models provided to a student are 
insufficient, or when the available forms are inap- 
propriate to her content, instructors can dismiss her 
as inarticulate. Or they can interrogate their own 
position with regard to the assumptions underlying 
the work. (TB) 
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Teaching “some” literature in a college composi- 

tion course is important because it offers variety, 

enlivens classroom discussion, introduces different 
writing styles, and helps students to understand and 
study life. The debate over the appropriateness of 
literature in the composition classroom has been 
ongoing. Erika Lindemann believes that literature 
has no place in the teaching of composition because 
literature is not useful for students to model their 
essays after or analyze for style. Essays, she argues, 
are the proper reading material for composition. By 


contrast, Gary Tate contends that college instruc- 
tors submitted too quietly to the “rhetoric police” of 
the 1960s; bothered by the current emphasis on aca- 
demic discourse, he fears that composition has been 
turned into a “service course” for all disciplines. 
This paper describes the use of a reader-response 
approach, which includes at least one novel in com- 
position classes for many reasons: (1) to expose stu- 
dents to literature and literary terms; (2) to build 
tolerance of various viewpoints and enhance class- 
room discussions; (3) to expand the unconscious; 
(4) to offer students pleasure and joy; (5) to prepare 
students, as Tate argues, to participate in important 
conversations outside the academy. Furthermore, 
few instructors feel equal to the task that rhetoric 
scholars ask of them: to prepare students for writing 
in all disciplines. (TB)

A home writing program was developed and im- 
plemented using 22 second-grade target students to 
increase writing proficiency by soliciting parent in- 
volvement with home writing and to improve atti- 
tudes toward writing. Students attending a north 
central Florida school were supplied with a writing 
suitcase containing thematic story starter cards, a 
parent guideline page, a time and comment card, 
and various writing and art materials. The success of 
the writing program was measured by comparing 
the scores of pre- and post-writing samples written 
to a prompt and by assessing pre- and post-surveys 
of parent and student interest in writing. Results 
indicated a moderate level of achievement for the 
target group: writing ability increased 19%, positive 
parental interest increased 15%, and positive stu- 
dent interest increased 13%. Findings suggest that 
subsequent utilization of the home writing program 
over a longer period of time could provide a vehicle 
to increase writing proficiency skills. The success of 
the program has led to plans for implementing the 
home writing program school-wide in kindergarten 
through grade three. (Includes three tables of data. 
Appendixes present data on scores, survey instru- 
ments, writing prompts, sample story starter cards, 
the parent guidelines, the rubric scoring scale for 
narrative writing, and student story samples.

Yale’s Cooke Teaching Program is designed to 
diminish the sense of imperviousness and immobil- 
ity that the university often conveys to its surround- 
ing community. During the academic year, one Yale 
graduate student attended a high school senior hon- 
ors English class twice weekly. It was an advanced 
class (mostly minorities), many were college-bound, 
and there was a range of talent and motivation in the 
class. The graduate student functioned as a team 
teacher, participating in regularly scheduled classes. 
Her presence created a more open and dialogic at- 
mosphere of learning, helping the students to be- 
come more confrontational—and to challenge the 
texts and the idea of authoritative readings. Her 
most rewarding moments occurred in reading po- 
etry with her students. Although the mere word 
“poetry” produced instant resistance, the idea of 
privileged access that poetry suggests became an 
advantage with the students. Close reading and dis- 
covering formal “keys” to the poetry set up reading 
as a puzzle that requires engagement and effort, not 
merely the passive reception of inflexible literary 
meaning. Having the students write their own po- 
ems (sonnets) reinforced their familiarity with the 
technical aspects of poetry and further encouraged 
them to consider the reader's agency in creating 
poetic meaning. When the grad student elected to 
help one student who had been expelled and then 
readmitted, she found that he fit easily into the at- 
mosphere of Yale’s Sterling Library-falling asleep 
over his books like the undergraduates. Evaluations 
from her students were positive about the “Yale 
teacher,” especially in the socio-cultural sense.

Students should know that there are a range of hu- 
moristic techniques such as topical humor, intellec- 
tual humor, analogies, satire and puns. In writing 
humor, students should suspend their critical facul- 
ties and employ the creative side of their brain. They 
might also try to watch or read some humor prior to 
writing.

The current campaign for the Saturn automobile 
allows for rhetorical analysis. The common theme 
of the Saturn print campaign (as seen in three repre- 
sentative ads) could be stated as: “real” people are 
the people who buy Saturns, because “real” people 
also recommend them.

In his autobiography, Malcolm X wrote that he 
did not become fully literate until he went to prison 
in the 1940s. Literacy profoundly changed Mal- 
colm’s life-his progression from street talker, to 
spokesman for the Nation of Islam, to independent 
spokesman for human rights, is related to changes in 
his consciousness brought on by literacy. When he 
lived on the streets of New York, hustling for a 
living, Malcolm relied on oral communication. One 
scholar argues that part of the resistance to white 
racism and domination was the creation by Blacks 
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of a fast-paced, improvisational language that con- 
trasted sharply with the passive stereotyping of the 
tongue-tied “sambo.” Malcolm never lost his 
“street talker” skills, but literacy was central to his 
later development. In prison, he became frustrated 
with his inability to read or write well, and he began 
to take advantage of the prison library. As Malcolm 
read and discovered the enormous injustices done to 
Blacks, and the attempts made to explain those in- 
justices away, the level of dissonance he experi- 
enced became unbearable. The writings and 
teachings of Elijah Muhammad served to satisfy 
Malcolm's literate need for closure. He became a 
convert to Muhammad’s version of Islam, a decision 
that had monumental consequences for his thought 
and lifestyle. What happened, essentially, is that 
Malcolm's experience with literacy opened his mind 
in many respects, but also closed it by leading him 
to devalue his earlier life. For teachers, the lesson is 
that the mind controlled by writing technology has 
limitations, as does the mind without exposure to 
writing.

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In the past two decades choice has become a va 
jor policy proposal for pr ting effici in 
schooling. This paper argues that it t would be both 
efficient and feasible to remove government from its 
present roles in school finance and pupil assign- 
ment. The first part examines the revenue side of 
school finance and identifies four types of effi- 
ciency-technical, price, exchange, and allocative 
(McMahon, 1982). A conclusion is that educational 
vouchers fall short of meeting these types of effi- 
ciency, partly because they rely on government fi- 
nance. An alternative system of school choice that 
relies on private finance is proposed: each family 
contracts with a school to provide education in ex- 
change for a share of the student’s income earned 
over her or his lifetime or other extended time per- 
iod. This acts as a tuition deferment and gives inves- 
tors in students’ education an equity stake in 
students’ future earning power. Schools will enroll 
students at lower costs to attract higher enrollments 
and compete on the basis of effective programs and 
choice. Because the plan is based on free-market 
principles, it is not appropriate for the proportion of 
the population that is incapable of earning a wage. 
Schools would enroll only those students whom 
they could educate at a profit. Finally, it is argued 
that people make better choices if they are paying 
for something than if government taxes gave it to 
them.

to change the reward structure for teaching at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, a research-ori- 
ented university, had had an impact on faculty 
members’ perceptions of the importance of teach- 
ing.

The Tech Prep program is 
designed to provide technically oriented back- 
grounds to the middle fifty percent of high school 
students who may not pursue a four-year college 
degree but choose a two-year trade, technical, or 
community college program. The mathematics 
component of Tech Prep, Applied Mathematics 
(AM), was created by a consortium of 42 states and 
the Center for Occupational Research and Develop- 
ment. AM consists of 25 competency-based units 
covering basic math skills, geometry, algebra, qual- 
ity control, and trigonometry. The learning materi- 
als for each unit include a 10-15 minute video 
program, a student text, a teacher text, mathematics 
laboratory activities, practical problem-solving ex- 
ercises, and glossary. In the AM classroom, the 
teacher is a facilitator, the students actively partici- 
pate, work in groups, and are allowed to use calcula- 
tors. Tech Prep students who have completed AM 
courses will enter two-year colleges much better 
prepared than general mathematics students and 
will be used to this teaching approach. Two-year 
college mathematics faculty, therefore, will need to 
adapt to the new techniques and methods of teach- 
ing. Eight sample laboratory activities are ap- 
pended.

Results generally indi- 
cated that both the Focal Skills and comparison 
groups showed significant but comparable gains in 
reading and writing skills in the fall 1993 semester.

Compari- 
sons of the spring 1994 semester course referrals 
indicated a nonsignificant tendency for higher level 
course referrals for the pilot group students. At best, 
the results constituted marginal evidence for the 
effectiveness of the Focal Skills pilot. However, 
since the control and pilot students were not ran- 
domly assigned and were self-selected, caution must 
be taken in interpreting these findings and it is rec- 
ommended that a second year pilot and evaluation 
be conducted.

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Identifiers—Rockford School District 205 IL 
This report describes a program for improving ac- 
ademic productivity in an elementary school in 
Rockford, Illinois. Students were unmotivated, un- 
productive, and uninvolved in academic life, as 
measured by teacher observation and student be- 
havior. Examination of teacher records revealed 
that the learning disabled or behavior disordered 
resource target students (6 sixth-graders) were com- 
pleting, on average, less than half of their assigned 
work with a passing grade. Surveys and interviews 
of teachers, classroom observations, grades, and at- 
tendance records showed target students lacked 
motivation and organizational skills to complete an 
acceptable percentage of their homework; and some 
students had poor academic skills and parental sup- 
port. Based upon a review of the literature, an inter- 
vention with three main parts was implemented: 
teacher use of motivation techniques to increase 
student involvement; instruction in organizational 
skills; and teacher use of techniques for increasing 
students’ academic output. An evaluation of the 
20-week project showed all symptoms of the origi- 
nal problem were reduced: motivation for academic 
success improved, assignment completion in- 
creased, parent involvement increased, and student 
behavior and study skills improved.

Kindergarten Plus, a program for disabled and 
non-disabled kindergarten students in an integrated 
classroom setting, was implemented in 5 New York 

City classrooms serving 99 kindergartners. The pro- 

gram’s implementation and student outcomes were 

evaluated at the end of the first year. Classroom 
observation and staff interviews revealed that the 

Kindergarten Plus program provided a developmen- 

tally appropriate learning environment that encour- 

aged children’s language, cognitive abilities, social 
skills, and emotional development. Teachers used 
an appropriate balance of small-group, individual- 
ized, and whole-group instruction, and a variety of 
child-directed and teacher-guided activities. Teach- 
ers also used English as a Language (ESL) 
and multicultural strategies and materials in the 
classroom, and —— ESL students showed 
substantial gains in language proficiency. 

The high ratio of classroom staff to children allowed 

for more individualized attention to children, but 

also necessitated the use of team teaching and in- 
creased staff communication. A comparison of the 

Kindergarten Plus average attendance rate with the 

city-wide attendance rates revealed only minor dif- 

ferences. Program staff participated in a variety of 
staff dovdagmens workshops and cited those on 





multicultural education, staff collaboration, and in- 
structional strategies for integrated instruction as 
being most helpful. Parent workshops were offered 
at all of the Kindergarten Plus sites. Teachers gave 
high praise to the Kindergarten Plus program and 
maintained that the integrated setting helped both 
general education and special education children to 
work together and to respect similarities and differ- 
ences in one another.

This study examined the effectiveness of teaching 
the value of honesty to kindergarten students. Spe- 
cifically, it examined whether kindergarten teachers 
believed it was more effective to teach values im- 
plicitly as compared to teaching values both implic- 
itly and explicitly. Also investigated was the reason 
why teachers might avoid teaching values explicitly. 
Twenty-seven kindergarten teachers in central Vir- 
ginia were surveyed. The survey contained five pairs 
of methods for teaching the value of honesty. One 
method of each pair was implicit only; the other 
method was implicit and explicit. Teachers chose 


the method they thought would be more effective 
for conveying the value of honesty. The survey 
found that the combination of implicit and explicit 
methods was judged more successful than just im- 
plicit methods for teaching the value of honesty. 
Most teachers did include explicit teaching of val- 
ues; teachers believed those who taught values only 
implicitly did so because they did not think explicit 
teaching of values was effective. For example, it is 
possible that teachers of other grades would not 
agree that it is effective to teach values to their 
students both implicitly and explicitly.

Teachers in the lab 
become intensely involved with the students’ daily 
lives and decisions, teaching them self-discipline as 
well as study and organizational skills, and provid- 
ing models for emulation.

In- 
cluded in the counseling component of the program 
are units on encouraging students’ appreciation of 
self-worth, conflict management, communication 
skills, and study skills.

Outdoor programs are used as a treatment modality 
for adolescents with behavior disorders, drug addic- 
tions, or criminal records. Outward Bound was the 
first experiential outdoor program in the Nether- 
lands, beginning in 1961. Today there are several 
residential treatment centers using outdoor experi- 
ential learning. Although the focus of the programs 
have changed over the decades, goals generally in- 
volve self-discovery and personal growth to stimu- 
late behavior change. Research and program 
documentation in the Netherlands is often ne- 
glected. In the United States, more than 300 organi- 
zations run experiential pr . Examples 
include Outward Bound, Project Adventure, and 
the National Outdoor Leadership School. Programs 
in Germany, Switzerland, and Austria are generally 
based on humanistic psychology.

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During 1968-91, middle schools were the only 
school type to grow in number, increasing by over 
400 percent. Middle school advocates focus on 
early adolescents’ need for developmentally appro- 
priate institutions, but show only a weak historical 
understanding of the emergence and status of mid- 
dle schools.

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This report describes the National Public Tele- 
computing Network's (NPTN) development of free, 
public-access, community computer systems 
throughout the United States. It also provides infor- 
mation on how to initiate a “Free-Net” through the 
Rural Information Network. Free-Nets are mul- 
ti-user systems with some of the power and sophisti- 
cation of commercial systems, yet each system is 
locally owned and operated, and designed accord- 
ing to the information needs of the local commu- 
nity. Because few rural areas have access to an 
Internet node and the technical personnel necessary 
to manage such a system, Free-Nets have primarily 
been an urban phenomenon. However, in the fall of 
1993, NPTN received several grants to develop 
Free-Nets in rural areas. The Rural Information 
Network runs on Macintosh computers and allows 
individual users to connect to community comput- 
ers via a local phone call.

The program has several re- 
quirements: (1) participation is limited to communi- 
ties of less than 50,000 people; (2) the community 
must provide an institutional sponsor such as a 
county government or county school system, and 
the sponsor must develop a community-based gov- 
erning board for the system; (3) the institutional 
sponsor or governing board must agree that the sys- 
tem will be a part of the NPTN-RIN program for at 
least 2 years; and (4) the institutional sponsor or 
governing board must agree that access to all basic 
services will be free to the user while the community 
is part of the NPTN program. (LP) 
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This paper discusses the market for rapidly ex- 

panding information technology and the benefits of 

developing community computer networks. Acces- 

sible low-cost community networks allow rural 

communities to provide specific training and educa- 

tional opportunities tailored to their needs. How- 

ever, communities must assess the value of 

connectivity options rather than be dazzled by tech- 

ical glitz. Big Sky Telegraph (BST) began in 
1988 as a rural telecomputing testbed at Western 


Montana College, by offering an online course via 
modem to rural K-12 teachers. BST customized its 
function and services based on advice from practic- 
ing teachers and since then has offered free access 
and online lessons to all citizens interested in learn- 
ing the benefits of telecomputing. BST offers many 
services including six community bulletin board sys- 
tems; Internet E-mail; Internet self-teaching les- 
sons; rosters of K-12 telecurricular projects; 
graphics; and free local and global customized data- 
bases to serve K-12 education and local citizen en- 
trepreneurship and teleliteracy. Bulletin board 
systems can serve as cost-effective local networks 
accessing specific Internet services, as opposed to 
paying for full Internet connectivity. Barriers to 
community networking are related to enlightened 
self-interest versus short-term profit motives, lack 
of teleliteracy among leadership, fear of technology, 
citizen ee development needs, and control 
of information. This paper concludes that national, 
regional, and local governments should develop 
programs for funding grassroots innovations toward 
developing community networks. (LP) 
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The Northland Wilderness Experience (NWE) 
was established in 1985 to provide outdoor thera- 
peutic programs for at-risk youth from the North- 
land region of New Zealand. The program involved 
a physically challenging 10-day expedition, fol- 
lowed by an 18-month followup period of group 
outdoor activities offered every 2 weeks. By the end 
of 1989, 280 youth had worked through 32 expedi- 
tions run by NWE. The first four chapters examine: 
(1) the process of assessing change and the experi- 
ential nature of research and evaluation for NWE; 
(2) at-risk behavior and why youth become at-risk; 
(3) approaches to achieving change through the wil- 
derness experience; and (4) profiles of youth who 
have attended the NWE, giving information on the 
nature and extent of their at-risk status. The remain- 
ing three chapters look at the degree of personal 
change achieved by program participants. Because 
of frequent revisions of questionnaires, data were 
analyzed from only 250 participants. Questionnaire 
results following the 10-day expedition indicate that 
the experience had a positive impact on most youth 
and provided a catalyst for behavior change. Results 
from the Wilderness Self-Esteem Scale adminis- 
tered prior to the wilderness experience and 6 
months afterward indicate significant decreases in 
behavior associated with helplessness and chronic 
low self-esteem and significant increases in coping 
behaviors associated with high self-esteem. At-risk 
behaviors decreased substantially, especially in rela- 
tion to trouble with the law, and relations with fami- 
lies and friends improved. Includes the followup 
questionnaire and the Wilderness Self-Esteem 
Scale.

This report summarizes perceptions of Latino 
teachers concerning their professional preparation, 
their working environment, and school/community 
characteristics that affect the achievement and at- 
tainment of Latino students. A mailing of 1,252 sur- 
vey questionnaires to members of the Association of 
Mexican American Educators was conducted. Of 
the 438 respondents, 156 were Latino teachers. Re- 
spondents were mostly women (77 percent), princi- 
pally bilingual, had an average of 11 years teaching 
experience, and generally taught at the K-6 level. 
Fifty-five percent had earned master’s degrees or 
credits beyond the master’s level. Most teachers 
taught at schools that are considered “low wealth,” 
and the majority viewed overcrowded classes as a 
moderate or serious problem at their schools. Six- 
ty-two percent of respondents indicated that finan- 
cial cost was a major barrier to Latinos pursuing 
teaching careers, along with insufficient individual- 
ized faculty counseling and poor preparation for 
testing requirements. Of those respondents working 
at the K-6 level, only 41 percent felt they were well 
prepared to teach Latino students and only 34 per- 
cent felt well prepared to teach limited-English-pro- 
ficient students. As a group, respondents indicated 
a high level of satisfaction with their jobs. However, 
65 percent indicated that fellow teachers had lower 
expectations of Latino students than of White stu- 
dents, and 53 percent felt that they were typecast 
into activities related to their ethnicity and that 
these activities increased their workload beyond 
that of the average teacher. As a result, 51 percent 
of respondents plan to leave classroom teaching 
within the next 5 years, and half of those leaving the 
classroom plan on leaving education altogether. 
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This report describes a program implemented by 
the Tomas Rivera Center (Claremont, California) to 
increase the number of well-prepared Latino teach- 
ers. Based on the concept of learning communities, 
the program aims to reduce the isolation experi- 
enced by minority students, offer support services 
that help nontraditional students satisfy academic 
requirements, encourage professional development 
by linking students with minority teachers, and en- 
courage young Latinos to consider teaching as a 
profession. In 1991, four university schools of edu- 
cation were chosen as demonstration research sites 
that would develop variations of a learning commu- 
nity model within 2 years. Sites included California 
State University (San Bernardino), San Diego State 
University, Southwest Texas State University (San 
Marcos), and University of Texas at El Paso. All 
four enrolled substantial numbers of Latino stu- 
dents. Programs are described in terms of goals, 
target population, key components including most 
successful program components, number of partici- 
pating students, and areas for future development. 
In addition, each university is described in terms of 
location, faculty, number of students, and focus of 
teacher education programs. Participants indicated 
that the programs relieved their sense of isolation 
and helped them to complete class requirements, 
increase their level of responsibility, and improve 
their study skills.

The vocal minority, made up in equal 
proportions of teachers, students, and community 
members, was dissatisfied and disaffected, arguing 
that the changes represented decreasing opportuni- 
ties for the traditional college-bound population. 

This minority was overwhelmingly middle-class and 

high-achieving as well as relatively coherent and 

articulate. In the face of student transfers and dissi- 
pating community support, the school district refor- 
mulated its collective vision to accommodate the 
minority without disaffecting the majority. (MNL) 
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Although the incidence of fetal alcohol syndrome 
(FAS) has been called an “epidemic” on some 
American Indian reservations, solutions for Native 
American women with alcohol and drug depen- 
dency problems have largely been ignored by the 





federal government. FAS prevention policy, origi- 
nating around 1979, has been driven by the simplis- 
tic idea that women are responsible for FAS, and 
has focused primarily on the health of the fetuses, 
not of the women themselves. Long-standing policy 
has ignored the dearth of gender-sensitive treatment 
programs for women, the devastating health conse- 
quences of alcohol use for all Native Americans, 
and the complex conditions that give rise to alcohol 
dependency. Tribes, especially those in rural areas, 
have limited access to federal funding for FAS pre- 
vention, and existing funding methods complicate 
service delivery. FAS prevention has meant, largely, 
that the federal government gives money to tribes to 
distribute educational materials and to identify 
those suffering from FAS, and gives money to the 
Centers for Disease Control and other agencies for 
surveillance studies. Existing FAS prevention ef- 
forts are largely unworkable due to gender insensi- 
tivity, lack of child care, social stigma, bureaucratic 
infighting, lack of interagency coordination, and 
lack of adequately trained staff. Although “primary 
prevention workers” have recently begun providing 
training to educators, related health education to 
children, and support and referral services, such 
workers are scarce and scattered. (SV) 
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This report summarizes the participation and 

achievement information provided by state educa- 
tion agencies on the Chapter 1 Migrant Education 
Program (MEP) for 1991-92.

Four 
percent of participants were disabled, and 20 per- 
cent were limited English proficient. States reported 
achievement data in basic and advanced reading 
and mathematics for students in grades 2-12 using 
various norm-reft d models (one point in time, 
two points in time, pretest/posttest, and sustained 
gain models).

“Ideal” Native American activity 
settings embed ICs in the social context of small 
student-directed units engaged in joint productive 
activity that contextualizes formal knowledge in the 
immediate experience and concerns of the learners. 
This report contains 74 references. (SV) 
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Research generally points to a negative relation- 
ship between school or district size and student 
achievement. When all else is held equal (particu- 
larly community or individual socioeconomic sta- 
tus), comparisons of schools and districts based on 
differences in enrollment generally favor smaller 
units. A recent study found that small elementary 
schools benefitted disadvantaged students most (by 
weakening the negative influence of background 
characteristics). A study of higher-order thinking 
skills found no significant differences in the perfor- 
mance of students in small rural high schools and 
those in larger high schools in more urbanized areas. 
Small school size is also associated with lower high 
school dropout rates. In spite of the apparent bene- 
fits of small school size for adolescents, policymak- 
ers still employ a powerful rationale to justify the 
continued creation of larger high schools. The 
charge is made that small high schools cannot pro- 
vide a curriculum with adequate breadth and depth 
to meet students’ diverse needs. Yet evidence sug- 
gests that a total enrollment of 400 students is actu- 
ally sufficient to allow a high school to provide an 
adequate curriculum. In addition, research on 
grade-span configuration shows that eighth-grade 
students achieve best in an elementary K-8 setting. 
If restructuring truly is an aim of school reform, 
then the scale of schooling is a major structural is- 
sue. Making the institution of schooling more re- 
sponsive to students may require a shift in metaphor 
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from school as organization, where bureaucratic 
thinking inhibits true learning, to school as commu- 
any. where learning is “nurtured” or “cultivated.”

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The Indian Nations At Risk Task Force and the 
White House Conference on Indian Education sug- 
gested systemic reforms that would improve the ed- 
ucation of Native students who attend public 
schools. These reforms focus on fostering intercul- 
tural harmony in schools, improving teacher prepa- 
ration, developing instructional curricula and 
strategies that support diverse cultural needs and 
learning styles, including American Indian and 
Alaska Native (AI/AN) parents in the education 
process, and adopting a new paradigm for evalua- 
tion of AI/AN student progress and success. 
Proven practices that establish intercultural har- 
mony in schools include developing positive 
self-regard in students; increasing intergroup 
contact under specified conditions; introducing 
in-depth multicultural activities at an early age; and 
engaging in activities that replace inaccurate infor- 
mation, negative attitudes, and discriminatory be- 
havior. Non-Native educators need in-depth, 
sustained multicultural training to prepare for 
teaching culturally diverse student populations. A 
culturally relevant curriculum takes into account 
the interests and needs of AI/AN students and their 
learning a for visual, perceptual, and spatial 
information. Schools must make special efforts to 
include Al/AN parents, as this often improves stu- 
dent attitudes as well as achievement and behavior. 
Finally, more authentic indicators of learning, such 
as criterion-referenced tests or portfolios of student 
progress, are needed to measure Al/AN educa- 
tional progress.

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This report presents the text, background, and 
analysis of proposed amendments to the Indian Ed- 
ucation Act of 1972. The amendments reauthorize 
the Indian Education Act, revise existing law to 
improve administration of Bureau of Indian Affairs 
(BIA) education programs, and incorporate school 
reform legislation enacted in Goals 2000 (the Edu- 
cate America Act). The Indian Education Act funds 
185 BIA-operated or tribally operated schools and 
dormitories on 63 American Indian reservations;

The amendments also reauthorize the 
six Indian Education Technical Assistance Centers, 
provide educational planning grants to tribal gov- 
ernments, provide for revision of BIA education 
standards to reflect community authorize new 
funding for Indian and Alaska Native language in- 
struction, address the enormous backlog of needs 
for school construction, and change criteria for in- 
vestment of endowment funds of the tribally con- 
trolled community colleges.

Recognizing the failure of American schools to 

educate Hispanic and other minority students, edu- 

cators are searching for new strategies and discover- 
ing the powerful role that parents can play in 
advancing educational goals. A growing body of evi- 
dence supports the belief that involving parents in 
their children’s education works in the best interests 
of students, schools, and parents themselves. How- 
ever, despite recent legislative support, few schools 
are involving parents in meaningful ways. Barriers 
that block collaboration between Hispanic parents 
and school personnel include work interference, low 
parent self-confidence, limited English proficiency, 
cultural differences, and teacher and administrator 
attitudes. Parent involvement encompasses a vari- 
ety of patterns focused on home, school, or commu- 
nity. Successful school interventions to promote 
parent involvement include strategies that are so- 
cial, informational, educational, supportive of the 
home, or leadership oriented. Appropriate training 
helps both teachers and parents establish an effec- 
tive home-school communication network. Such 
programs train teachers to train parents and to learn 
from parents, and provide parents with an aware- 
ness of school practices and resources and the skills 
to support student learning at home.

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The limited coverage of blacks in “The Virginia 
Gazette” during integration marked a symbolic step 
toward greater, or equal inclusion of black society in 
the newspaper but proved far from fulfilling the 
newspaper's role as a community newspaper. Per- 
sonal interaction between blacks and whites in Wil- 
liamsburg (Virginia) did not occur very often, and 
black views on integration appeared sparingly in the 
press. The full integration and achievement of racial 
parity in public schools did not happen in many 
localities throughout Virginia until the late 1960s 
because the courts had to decide on the constitu- 
tionality of school busing, and full integration was 
not realized in many districts until the fall of 1968. 
“The Virginia Gazette” affords little reference to 
integration until that year. The pattern of stories, 
people, and issues covered in 1968 as well as the 
testimony of former editors and writers at the news- 
paper revealed a similar marginalization of blacks in 
the newspaper as well as an unmistakable desire to 
cater to the interests of whites. Ten news stories and 
two editorials printed in the weekly publication be- 
tween March 1, 1968 and December 13, 1968 were 
related to or partially addressed integration. In- 
depth coverage of the issues relating to the effects 
of integration on black society failed to occur, and 
the claim of objectivity on the part of the newspaper 
staff's coverage of integration was not substantiated 
from the analysis. The sympathies and interests of 
the newspaper staff resided with the white commu- 
nity, and news stories invariably focus on issues and 
re that were of concern to that community.

Group investigation is an organizational approach 
that allows a class to work actively and collabora- 
tively in small groups and enables students to take 
an active role in determining their own learning 
goals and processes.

The 
unit had six stages: organization of research groups, 
planning the investigation, student investigation 
and research papers, preparing the report by study 
teams, the final presentation, and testing and evalu- 
ation. After this initial experience with group inves- 
tigation, the faculty made such a unit a standard part 
of the sophomore interdisciplinary curriculum. The 
Group Investigation method was modified over 
time until, in January 1994, the most ambitious 
teaching configuration was tried: biology, English, 
and government teachers offered a 3-course block. 
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Both students and teachers rated the unit positively. 
The significant difficulty with this unit had to do 
with the school’s science program which was 
tracked into biology (low) and chemistry (high) 
strands. The resulting lack of heterogeneity meant 
that students often lacked role models for behavior, 
academic achievement, and leadership.

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This report examines the second and third years 
of the Chelsea-Boston University (BU) partnership 
in which BU manages the Chelsea, Massachusetts, 
school system. The report summarizes the activities 
of the partnership (begun in 1989), examines the 
impact of key players and events, and evaluates 
BU’s impact on Chelsea to date. The partnership's 
success has been mixed. One of BU’s most notable 
achievements is reducing the dropout rate among 
Chelsea high school students. Considerable atten- 
tion and activity was paid to the areas of profes- 
sional development and salary increases for 
teachers and Chelsea staff, although more profes- 
sional development opportunities and further salary 
increases are deemed necessary.

The Loan Forgiveness Program (LFP) was de- 

signed to recruit bilingual individuals in the follow- 

ing shortage areas in the New York City public 
schools: (1) special education; (2) school social 
work; (3) educational evaluation; (4) speech and 
hearing handicapped; (5) school psychology, guid- 
ance, and counseling; (6) physical therapy; and (7) 
occupational therapy.
